‘ease is still pending in court, we 
feel that further comment by us 
would be improper at this time.”

CHAMPAIGN, III., March 4 
(UP) — Mesons, the mysterious 
“glue” that holds atoms together, 
have been produeed in the new 
300,000,000-volt betatron at the 
University of Illinois. 

Prof. Gail D. Adams said that 
the giant machine fired a full- 
power blast of X-rays into a stick 
of carbon, and mesons in “con- 
siderable abundance” showed up 
on a special photographic plate.

Other issues 
would have been left to negotia- 
tion or arbitration. 

The company said this was the 
same offer the U. A. W. made at the 
outset of the strike Jan. 25. The 
strike has made idle a total of 
140,000 industry workers, includ- 
ing Chrysler’s 89,000. 

The nub of the Chrysler pen- 
sion dispute is whether the pen- 
sions shall be funded by the com- 
pany and the union shall have a 
joint voice in administering the 
plan. Chrysler objects to both 
ideas. :

ZURICH, Switzerland, March 4 
(UP) — A. Yugoslav refugee 
jumped to his death from an air- 
liner today because he had been 
denied refuge in Britain. 
The man, identified as Nikola 
Martinovic, about 40 years old, 
was put aboard a Swissair plane 
in London early. today and started 
back home by way of Zurich. 
He told British immigration au- 
thorities who detained him over- 
night at the London airport that 
he would kill himself if he were 
sent back. He was kept under 
special guard until the Swissair 
plane left London. 

Officials of the Swiss line said 
Martinovic opened the door of 
the plane when is was over St. 
Quentin, France, and jumped. 
The plane was flying at 6000 feet.

Dr. Rix and Dr. Sander were 
fellow members of the Dartmouth 
class of 1930. They are “very 
good friends,” Dr. Rix testified.

Many Republicans in Congress want to kill 
the proposed change in the method of electing 
the President because, so the Associated Press 
reports, they do not like Senator Lodge, one of 
its chief sponsors.

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Wait for a Fair Decision 

Between Congress and the courts, it ought to 
be possible to stop the amazing gyrations of the 
Justice Department in the case of Ellen Knauff. 
The House Judiciary subcommiftee on immigra- 
tion plans to ask the Attorney General to post- 
pone expulsion of the war bride. 

The subcommittee wants time to act on a bill 
to require hearings for aliens who seek to enter 
this country. Mrs. Knauff was given no hearing. 
The bill would nullify a wartime order that per- 
mitted this high-handed refusal. 

Will the Justice Department honor the request 
for a delay? Ever since the Attorney General 
ordered Mrs. Knauff shipped back to Germany 
as a security risk, the department has engaged 

in remarkable backing and filling in this case. 

Custom required a delay in the expulsion of 
Mrs. Knauff, when Senator Langer introduced a 
bill to cancel the order against her. Yet the 
Justice Department first agreed. to a delay and 
then went back on its word. The department 
also tried to get Senator Langer to withdraw his 
bill. He agreed, then changed his mind. 

When court action finally postponed the expul- 
sion, the Immigration Service agreed to Mrs. 
Knauff's release on bond. The Justice Depart- 
ment countermanded the decision. Department 
attorneys feared that if she were free, it might 
suggest that she wasn't a security risk after all. 

So Mrs. Knauff sits on Ellis Island, uncertain 
as to the future or the charges against: her.

What Taxes Do Co-ops Pay? 


7 he Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Consumer co-operatives pay more property taxes than competing 
firms of similar size, writer says; most of them also are required to 
pay income taxes on any profits; what makes opponents angry is 
that co-ops avoid profits by returning overcharges to patrons.

This is, as you are aware, open season 
on co-operatives. When The Post pub- 
lishes, as an editorial, press handouts of 
National Associated Businessmen—that's 
deplorable. But when you imply that co- 
operatives are relieved of general property 
taxation, alarming questions arise as to the 
facts. ; 

Co-ops are not relieved of general prop- 
erty taxes. Indeed, they pay more prop- 
erty taxes than competing businesses of 
similar size. 

A co-op food store on Colorado’s western 
slope paid $1750 in property taxes last 
year. A chain grocery supermarket down 
the street paid $1002 in such taxes in the 
same period. A Colorado co-op service 
station paid $1179; its similarly situated 
competitor, $986. 


Story of Two Elevators 


In Kansas, a co-op elevator paid $1207 in 
general property taxes for the support of 
state, county, township, city and school 
governments. Down the railroad tracks is 
the line elevator of a private competitor. 
It paid $320 in general property taxes. The 
two elevators are similar in height, capac- 
ity for stored grain and equipment, and 
were built at about the samé. time. 

What’s the reason for this? Why does 
the co-op pay 277 per cent more taxes than 
its private competitor? Almost ere 
co-ops are bearing more than their propor- 
tionate share of property taxes. 

The answer is simple. The co-op lives 
in a goldfish bowl. Copies ‘of its annual 


balance sheet and operating statement are 
mailed to hundreds of people in the com- 
munity, and other copies usually are to be 
had for the asking by anyone curious 
enough.

Some co-ops—a minority which is stead- 
ily declining in number—are relieved of 
income taxes under section 101-12 of the 
internal revenue code. But they can secure

‘refuse to operate at a profit. These mis- 
guided co-operatives, owned by their pa- 
trons instead of absentee stockholders, per- 
versely insist on refunding any overcharge 
to the patrons. :
